In  a recent  issue  of  Ms.  magazine  (May,  1983)  writer  Jenifer  Levin,  in  an  article  titled 
When  Winning  Takes  All,  takes  a close  look  at  some  women  athletes  and  asks  some 
provocatwe  questions.  “What  motivates  women  to  compete  athletically?  How  does  it 
change  us?  What  do  we  gain  from  it,  or  lose?  And  how  do  we,  as  women,  alter  ideas  about 
competition?"  she  asks. 

In  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  we  present  a series  of  articles  in  which  Pine  Manor  College 
alumnae,  faculty  members,  and  students  provide  some  answers. 

In  her  article.  It’s  Never  Too  Late:  A Running  Commentary,  Alice  Blake  Stalker,  Director  of 
the  Learning  Resource  Center  and  organizer  of  the  Running  Club  at  Pine  Manor,  addresses 
the  concept  of  competition.  She  writes  that  at  12,  “I  learned,  almost  by  osmosis,  that  to  be 
fit  was  considered  to  be  unfeminine  and  that  a competitive  personality  was  a serious 
impediment  to  a young  woman's  prospects  for  dating  and  marriage.  I retired  my  sneakers 
forthwith."  Years  later,  at  33,  Alice  Stalker  resumed  running.  She  is  now  a marathon 
competitor  who  believes  that  "there  is  no  longer  a stigma  attached  to  girls  and  women  with 
well-toned  muscles  and  competitive  spirits." 

In  our  first  article,  Betty  Ann  Giles,  Pine  Manor's  basketball,  hockey,  and  lacrosse  coach 
complicates  the  issue  a little,  stressing  the  importance  of  cooperation  as  well  as  competition 
in  team  sports.  Says  Coach  Giles,  "While  she  strives  for  physical  improvement,  the  athlete 
learns  to  temper  the  competitive  spirit  with  the  interpersonal  communication  necessary  for 
team  play." 

In  addition  to  the  development  of  competitive  and  interpersonal  skills,  what  are  some  of 
the  other  benefits  derived  by  women  athletes?  There  is,  of  course,  the  sheer  joy  of  being 
physically  fit.  Further,  a number  of  those  featured  in  this  issue  would  agree  with  Mary 
Eckel  Endacott,  Pine  Manor  Class  of  1961,  when  she  talks  about  the  increased  self- 
confidence  she  has  enjoyed  since  taking  up  a sport.  "Running  has  absolutely  influenced 
my  self-image,"  she  says.  "I  feel  that  if  I can  run  a marathon  I can  accomplish  almost  any 
task  in  life." 

These  are  just  some  of  the  interesting  voices  in  the  summer  Bulletin.  We  hope  you  enjoy 
them  and  others  in  our  special  issue  on  athletics  and  the  outdoor  life.

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Meeting  the  Challenge  — 
Athletics  at  Pine  Manor

"Women's  athletics  are  immensely 
popular,  and  will  become  more  so  in 
the  1980's.  For  the  development  of 
group  skills  and  leadership  abilities, 
as  well  as  campus  morale,  a solid 
athletic  program  is  clearly  a priority. 
While  Pine  Manor  uses  facilities  at 
neighboring  institutions  for  swim- 
ming, riding,  and  ice  skating,  it  still 
cannot  offer  basketball,  volleyball, 
gymnastics,  badminton,  or  other  in- 
door sports  on  its  own  campus.  Mem- 
bership on  a collegiate  team  helps 
young  women  acquire  the  competi- 
tive skills  which  they  need  today  to 
succeed  in  a career.  Adequate 
facilities  are  also  a necessity  for  Pine 
Manor's  recruitment  and  admissions 
efforts.  The  total  cost  for  the  . . . major 
building  needed  on  campus  will  be 
$800,000." 

Such  was  the  challenge  sounded  to 
the  Pine  Manor  community  by  the 
College's  trustees  in  1980.  Three  years 
later,  on  May  15,  thanks  to  the 
generosity  of  parents,  friends,  and 
alumnae,  a ribbon  was  cut  at  the  for- 
mal ceremony  to  dedicate  the  Col- 
lege's first  indoor  athletic  facility.  The 
event  signified  more  than  the  comple- 
tion of  a highly  successful  campaign; 
it  symbolized  Pine  Manor  College's 
commitment  to  athletics  and  physical 
education. 

Pine  Manor's  new  15,000-square- 
foot  indoor  athletic  facility  houses  one 
full-length  basketball  court,  two  side 
basketball  courts,  an  indoor  tennis 
court,  two  volleyball  and  four  bad- 
minton courts,  as  well  as  men's  and 
women's  locker  rooms  and  shower 
facilities,  a classroom  and  an  office. 
"The  gymnasium  will  dramatically 
advance  the  success  of  our  program 
on  all  fronts,"  says  President  Rose- 
mary Ashby. 


While  the  gymnasium  is  new,  the 
role  played  by  athletics  at  Pine  Manor 
is  not.  From  the  beginning,  suggests 
Ruth  Woodman  Russell  in  her  his- 
tory, Pine  Manor,  The  First  Fifty  Years, 
the  development  of  the  body  as  well 
as  the  mind  were  concerns  of  the 
College. 

Students  in  the  early  years,  writes 
Miss  Russell,  "had  been  active  in 
sports  in  addition  to  the  regular  gym- 
nasium program.  There  was  much 
competition  . . . with  Dana  Hall  on  the 
annual  Sports  Day  in  hockey,  basket- 
ball, riding,  and  in  the  events  of  the 
yearly  Indoor  Meet.  An  annual  fall 
Sports  Day  and  a spring  Field  Day 
soon  became  a part  of  an  energetic 
program  in  athletics.  The  Athletic  As- 
sociation formed  in  1916  also  spon- 
sored indoor  basketball,  skating, 
snowshoeing,  archery,  tennis,  cross- 
country walks,  and  riding.  Letters  of 
purple  and  gold,  the  established  Pine 


Manor  colors,  ornamented  the  sweat- 
ers and  caps  of  the  members  of  the 
Athletic  Association  and 
strengthened  their  new  identity." 

The  offerings  in  athletics  and  physi- 
cal education  have  grown  steadily 
since  that  time.  Under  the  leadership 
of  Physical  Education  and  Athletic 
Director  Gail  Parks,  the  College  now 
offers  a popular  program  to  meet  a 
broad  range  of  student  needs.  For  the 
serious  athlete,  there  are  varsity 
teams  in  basketball,  field  hockey,  la- 
crosse, and  tennis.  For  the  student 
with  no  interest  in  intercollegiate 
competition,  courses  in  the  elective 
physical  education  program  are  of- 
fered in  more  than  20  areas.  A sam- 
pling includes  badminton,  canoeing, 
cross-country  skiing,  golf,  tennis, 
platform  tennis,  and  squash.  Al- 
though physical  education  is  not  a 
requirement  at  Pine  Manor,  students 
who  complete  courses  satisfactorily 
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The  Pine  Manor  "Gators"  playing  Endicott  College  in  the  neiv  gymnasium 


earn  credit  toward  all  the  degrees.  An 
option  for  young  women  interested  in 
a program  of  recreational  activities 
and  competition  is  provided  by  the 
Pine  Manor  Recreation  Association, 
an  on-campus  organization  that  pro- 
motes and  organizes  intramural  com- 
petition among  students  from  differ- 
ent dormitories. 

Athletic  Director  Gail  Parks  is  con- 
cerned that  each  student  participating 
in  the  programs  develop  her  own 
level  of  potential.  "I  like  to  see  a 
student  really  hungry  for  improve- 
ment,” she  says. 

Betty  Ann  Giles,  who  joined  the 
staff  in  1981  as  a coach  for  the  lacrosse, 
hockey,  and  basketball  teams,  shares 
Gail  Parks'  philosophy.  "I  am  actively 
involved  in  girls'  and  women's  athlet- 
ics because  of  the  tremendous  oppor- 
tunities for  the  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  the  individual,"  she  says. 
"The  sports  environment  places  phys- 
ical, mental,  and  emotional  demands 
upon  the  participant  which  must  be 
attended  to  if  one  is  to  be  successful. 
While  she  strives  for  personal  im- 
provement, the  athlete  learns  to 
temper  the  competitive  spirit  with  the 
interpersonal  communication  neces- 


sary for  team  play."  Ms.  Giles  is  a 
rated  official  in  field  hockey,  basket- 
ball, and  lacrosse,  and  has  served  as 
Field  Hockey  State  Tournament  Di- 
rector for  the  Massachusetts  Associa- 
tion for  Intercollegiate  Athletics  for 
Women  (MAIAW). 

Coach  Giles'  appointment  last  year 
as  the  College's  first  full-time  coach  is 
an  indication  of  the  current  program- 
ming emphasis  in  the  Athletic  De- 
partment. "The  priority  now  is  to 
build  up  our  intercollegiate  pro- 
gram," says  Gail  Parks.  "We  have 
increased  our  staff,  our  scheduling, 
and  our  practice  hours."  Pine  Manor's 
teams,  which  until  recently  competed 
primarily  with  two-year  colleges  and 
junior  varsity  programs,  now  meet 
the  varsity  teams  of  colleges  and  uni- 
versities the  College's  size  and  larger. 
Simmons,  Wellesley,  M.I.T.,  and 
Brandeis  are  some  of  the  College's 
competitors. 

The  emphasis  on  intercollegiate 
competition  has  paid  off  recently.  The 
lacrosse  team  had  its  best  season  ever 
in  1982-83,  attaining  a successful  4-5 
record.  "Pine  Manor  increased  its 
goals  scored  over  the  1981-82  season 
by  nearly  three  times,  and  we  signifi- 


cantly decreased  the  goals  scored 
against  us,"  reports  Coach  Giles.  In 
tennis,  sophomores  Kim  Austin  and 
Gilda  Rosenberg  won  the  MAIAW 
Division  III  Doubles  Title  this  year. 
This  was  the  second  championship 
year  for  Kim,  who  took  the  title  in  1981 
with  her  partner  Sarah  Tauchert,  '82. 

"The  excitement  generated  by  the 
new  gymnasium  and  our  spectators  in 
mid-January  gave  a decided  boost  to 
our  basketball  team,"  adds  Betty  Ann 
Giles.  In  Pine  Manor's  first  game  in 
the  new  athletic  facility,  the  "Gators," 
as  our  teams  are  nicknamed,  beat  En- 
dicott College  67  to  56.  According  to 
Bettv  Ann,  "Within  the  past  two 
years,  it  has  become  increasingly  ap- 
parent that  the  future  success  of  the 
athletic  program  is  dependent  upon 
the  recruitment  and  retention  of 
athletes."  It  is  clear  that  the  new  gym-

nasium  will  aid  significantly  in  this 
effort. 

Lorie  Luyrink,  B.A.  '83,  played  on 
Pine  Manor's  basketball  team  for  all  of 
her  four  years  at  the  College.  Up  until 
this  winter,  she  and  her  teammates 
had  to  travel  to  the  neighboring 
Brimmer  and  May  School  for  their 
practices  and  "home"  games.  Because 
the  games  were  always  off  campus. 
Pine  Manor  had  few  cheering  spec- 
tators on  the  bleachers.  "We'll  see  a 
lot  more  support  for  the  team  because 
of  the  gym,"  says  Lorie.  With  the 
opportunity  for  increased  practice 
time  on  our  own  courts,  she  adds, 
"our  basketball  team  is  really  going  to 
improve.  Pine  Manor  will  also  be  able 
to  draw  more  athletically  oriented 
students  to  the  school." 

Student  athletes  who  have  made 
important  contributions  to  Pine 
Manor  teams  speak  enthusiastically 
about  what  they  have  received  in  re-

turn.  Lorie,  who  claims  that  she  was 
very  shy  when  she  entered  Pine 
Manor,  now  asserts  that  she  feels 
comfortable  in  a leadership  role.  She 
was  a co-captain  of  the  basketball 
team  for  two  years. 

Suzanne  Allen,  B.A.  '83,  won  the 
Henry  K.  White  Award  for  Distinction 
in  Athletics  this  year.  Sue  was  a 
member  of  the  basketball  team  for 
four  seasons  and  the  field  hockey 
team  for  one.  For  the  past  three  years 
she  ran  and  completed  the  Boston 
Marathon.  Sue  believes  in  teamwork 
— in  athletics  as  well  as  in  business, 
her  chosen  career.  "In  business,  you 
need  a lot  of  interaction  to  get  re- 
sults," she  says.  Sue  emphasizes  that 
her  ability  to  function  as  a team 
member  was  strengthened  through 
her  participation  in  sports  at  Pine 
Manor. 

Lynn  Reichel,  B.A.  '83,  an  award- 
winning varsity  hockey  and  lacrosse 
player  for  her  four  years  at  Pine 
Manor,  cites  her  personal  develop- 
ment: "My  experience  in  athletics  has 
taught  me  a lot  about  myself,"  she 
says.  "I  have  found  that  I have  a very 
strong  will  to  win  and  that  anything  I 
want  to  do,  I can  do.  The  important 
thing  is  to  put  forth  one  hundred 
percent."  Lynn  adds  that  she  pin- 


pointed her  interest  in  a career  in 
athletic  training  and  sports  medicine 
during  her  years  as  an  athlete  at  Pine 
Manor.  A biological  psychology 
major,  Lynn  availed  herself  of  the 
College's  fine  internship  program, 
doing  a practicum  in  athletic  training 
at  both  Wellesley  and  M.I.T.  during 
her  senior  year.  In  the  fall  she  plans  to 
attend  graduate  school  to  acquire  an

"When  I first  came  to  Pine  Manor 
back  in  1977  for  an  interview,"  said 
Ms.  Parks  in  her  remarks  that  day, 
"Burnham  Carter,  Jr.,  the  Academic 
Dean  at  that  time,  showed  me  around 
the  grounds,  pointing  out  this  beauti- 
ful physical  plant:  field  hockey  and 
lacrosse  fields,  six  tennis  courts,  a golf 
range.  Then  we  went  into  the  portion 
of  the  barn  labeled  'fencing  studio,' 
and  1 thought,  oh  great,  we  have 
fencing  here.  1 presumed  the  doors 
would  open  into  the  gymnasium,  but 
they  never  led  into  the  gymnasium. 
There  was  no  gymnasium.  Then  I saw 
some  cross-country  skis  in  the  barn. 
Being  a skier,  and  because  I liked 
barns,  and  that  was  where  my  office 
was  to  be,  1 decided  the  situation  was 
challenging  at  best  and  certainly 
worth  the  effort. 

"Since  that  time  we've  always 
dreamed  of  the  gymnasium,  and  now 
we're  standing  in  the  dream,  which 
has  become,  in  fact,  a reality."  ■

Clearly,  if  Pine  Manor  continues  to 
attract  students  like  these  young 
women,  and  the  many  others  who 
have  contributed  their  talents  to  the 
College's  teams  in  recent  years,  its 
athletic  program  will  grow  in  quality 
and  dimension.  The  Admissions  Of- 
fice is  working  with  the  Athletic  De- 
partment to  establish  guidelines  for 
recruitment. 

Gail  Parks  anticipates  that  the  next 
varsity  sport  will  be  volleyball.  More 
athletic  teams,  of  course,  will  necessi- 
tate additional  staffing.  A part-time 
athletic  trainer  will  be  needed  in  the 
near  future,  for  the  second  phase  of 
construction  on  the  gymnasium  in- 
cludes plans  for  an  athletic  trainer's 
room,  a nautilus  weight  training 
room,  and  a dance  studio  in  the  mez- 
zanine. To  aid  the  College's  adminis- 
tration in  its  planning  of  athletic  and

physical  education  programs,  a Visit- 
ing Committee  for  Student  Life  and 
Athletics  was  formed  in  1982. 

On  May  15,  however.  Athletic  Di- 
rector Gail  Parks  and  the  audience  at 
Pine  Manor's  gym  dedication  were 
thinking  less  of  future  needs  than  the 
fulfillment  of  a dream. 
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The  Courage  to  Succeed

On  May  15th,  Pine  Manor  formally 
dedicated  its  first  gymnasium.  Almost 
a month  earlier,  however,  the  College 
celebrated  by  inviting  Diana  Nyad, 
ABC-TV  sports  commentator  and 
world  champion  long-distance  en- 
durance swimmer,  to  be  its  honored 
guest  and  speaker  at  an  inauguration 
ceremony.  Also  on  the  program  on 
April  16th  was  a special  appearance 
by  the  Springfield  College  Women's 
Gymnastic  Team  and  a modern  dance 
performance  by  Pine  Manor  College 
students. 

When  she  was  10  years  old,  Nyad 
told  her  large  audience  in  the  new 
athletic  facility,  she  decided  that  she 
"wanted  to  be  the  best  swimmer  in 
the  world."  Close  to  20  years  later,  in 
1979,  Diana  Nyad  completed  the 
longest  swim  in  history  — for  men  or 
women  — when  she  successfully 
stroked  the  89  miles  from  the  island  of 
Bimini  in  the  Bahamas  to  Jupiter, 
Florida.  The  dream,  however,  was 
fulfilled  in  spite  of  enormous  odds, 
and  on  April  16,  Nyad  amazed  her 
listeners  with  a life  story  that  reads 
like  a movie  script. 

Diana  Nyad  began  swimming  in 
junior  high  school.  Within  one  year 
she  was  state  champion  in  the  100  and 
200-meter  sprints.  Her  goal  was  the 
Olympics,  and  a third  place  win  in  the 
U.S.  Nationals  in  1966  almost  guaran- 
teed her  participation  in  the  1968 
events  in  Mexico  City.  However,  fate 
intervened  to  prevent  Diana  Nyad 
frcam  achieving  her  goal. 


At  16  she  was  stricken  with  en- 
docarditis, a viral  attack  on  the  heart. 
It  took  her  a full  year  to  recover,  and 
her  illness  eliminated  her  chances  for 
the  1968  Olympics.  After  her  years  of 
training,  Nyad  recalled,  "If  you  don't 
make  it,  there  is  tremendous  embit- 
termentand  disappointment.  All  my 
identity  was  swept  out  from  under 
me." 

During  college,  a difficult  time  for 
Nyad  during  which  she  struggled  to 
create  a "new  character"  for  herself, 
she  discovered  marathon  swimming. 
"It  was  pure  masochism,  and  it  was 
just  what  I needed,"  she  recounted. 


Encouraged  by  the  Executive  Director 
of  the  International  Swimming  Hall  of 
Fame,  Nyad  started  training  in  the 
cold  lakes  of  Canada.  "In  52  degree 
water,"  she  said,  "it  is  willpower 
alone  that  gets  you  through  it." 

In  her  first  contest,  in  Lake  Ontario, 
Nyad  set  a women's  10-miIe  record. 
From  1969  to  1979  she  competed  in 
oceans,  down  the  Nile,  and  in  the 
Great  Lakes.  She  even  swam  around 
Manhattan  Island.  The  thrill  for  her, 
she  said,  "was  beating  not  only  the 
people,  but  these  bodies  of  water." 

After  many  successes,  Nyad,  still 
unsatisfied,  decided  that  she  would 
finish  her  career  as  a long-distance 
swimmer  with  "a  magnificent  heroic 
feat."  She  would  swim  100  miles  in 
the  open  ocean. 
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The  training  program  Diana  Nyad 
undertook  to  prepare  for  this  unprec- 
edented swim  lasted  12  months.  For 
the  first  six  months  she  trained  on 
land;  each  day  she  ran  12  miles, 
skipped  rope  for  one  hour  continu- 
ously, endured  1,000  non-stop  situps, 
and  worked  with  weights.  When  that 
period  was  over,  said  Nyad,  "1  was  a 
tiger."  Then  swimming  practice 
commenced,  culminating  in  a last 
month  in  Florida  during  which  she 
swam  eight  hours  a day.  Nyad  com- 
pleted her  arduous  preparation  with 
two  24-hour  swims. 

What  does  a close  to  100-mile  swim 
in  the  open  ocean  entail?  It  means, 
Nyad  told  her  astonished  audience, 
two  and  a half  days  of  non-stop 
swimming  with  a crew  of  52  beside 
you  all  the  way  (including  press 
people,  navigators,  nutritionists, 
shark  experts,  and  others).  Every 
hour  you  must  swim  over  to  one  of  the 
boats  where  you  receive,  through  a 
tube  in  your  mouth,  1,200  calories  of 
glucose.  (Despite  the  large  caloric

intake,  Nyad  had  lost  29  pounds  by 
the  end  of  her  successful  ocean  swim.) 
Awful  stress  to  the  body  and  the  mind 
can  result:  hallucinations  are  common 
in  long-distance  swims;  painful  blis- 
ters develop  in  the  mouth  from  the 
constant  swallowing  of  salf  water. 

Nyad  was  thwarted  in  her  first  at- 
tempt to  swim  from  Cuba  to  Florida 
by  stormy  weather.  After  almost  43 
hours  in  up  to  eight-foot  waves  that 
forced  her  off  course,  she  had  to  give 
up.  In  her  second  attempt,  she  was 
attacked  by  Portuguese  men-of-war. 
A helicopter  rescued  her  from  the 
water  and  flew  her  to  the  nearest 
hospital. 

In  her  third  courageous  effort,  this 
time  from  the  Bahamas  to  Florida,  she 
experienced  success.  "I  remember 
crawling  up  on  shore;  I couldn't

stand,"  she  said.  To  do  the  "impossi- 
ble," she  had  to  rely,  she  said,  "on 
what  people  call  pride,  guts,  and  will. 
And  more  than  any  swimming  talent, 
I guess  that's  what  I had." 

Nyad,  who  in  1980  began  a job  as  a 
commentator  for  ABC-TV's  Wide 
World  of  Spwrts,  concluded,  "Those 
moments  of  physical  glory  are  hard  to 
match  in  the  grayer  parts  of  our  lives. 
But  I'm  trying  to!"  Given  her  deter- 
mination, Diana  Nyad  is  bound  to 
succeed.  ■ 
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It's  Never  Too  Late:  A Running 
Commentary

My  personal  running  history  spans 
27  years.  It  began  when  I was  11, 
ended  when  I turned  12,  and  resumed 
when  I was  33. 

At  the  age  of  11, 1 ran  the  third  leg  of 
the  Girls  Twelve  and  Under  Relay  for 
St.  Thomas  Aquinas  Elementary 
School  in  the  annual  Metropolitan 
Buffalo  Parochial  School  Track  Meet.  I 
used  to  display  my  silver  medal 
proudly  until  I turned  12,  when  I 
learned,  almost  by  osmosis,  that  to  be 
fit  was  considered  to  be  unfeminine, 
and  that  a competitive  personality 
was  a serious  impediment  to  a young 
w'oman's  prospects  for  dating  and 
marriage.  I retired  my  sneakers 
forthwith. 

It  wasn't  until  I was  33,  overweight 
and  overwrought,  that  I resumed 
running.  In  order  to  hide  my  "thun- 
der thighs,"  I used  to  drive  the  three 


blocks  from  home  to  the  neighbor- 
hood track.  I would  run  as  far  as  I 
could  and  then  collapse,  gasping  in  a 
puddle  of  perspiration.  It  took  me  two 
months  to  work  up  to  one  slow  mile. 

After  four  months  of  intermittent 
progress,  I felt  ready  to  try  my  first 
road  race.  It  was  the  3.1  mile  Kudzu 
Caper  near  my  home  in  Atlanta.  I got 
up  early,  washed  and  curled  my  hair, 
dressed  in  blue  and  white,  and 
applied  a little  makeup. 

When  I arrived  at  the  race  site,  I felt 
very  out  of  place.  I was  the  only 
participant  in  color  coordinated 
clothes  and  the  only  one  not  wearing  a 
tee  shirt  from  a previous  race.  Not 
knowing  how  to  do  any  of  the  warm- 
up exercises,  I spent  twenty  minutes 
retying  my  sneakers;  the  other  run- 
ners seemed  to  be  trving  to  push  trees 
over.

To  get  a fast  start,  I positioned  my- 
self in  the  second  row  of  a field  of 
about  400.  At  the  sound  of  the  gun,  1 
was  nearly  trampled.  At  the  first 
water  stop,  I tried  to  imitate  the  real 
runners  and  threw  a cup  of  water  on 
my  face  and  a cup  in  my  mouth.  My 
curls  promptly  frizzed  and  my  mas- 
cara trickled  down  my  cheeks.  Be- 
cause of  my  jackrabbit  start,  I pulled  a 
side  stitch.  It  felt  like  a sword  twisting 
between  my  ribs  — I slowed  to  a 
veritable  crawl.  I finished  the  race  just 
ahead  of  the  police  cruiser  and  the 
ambulance. 

During  the  next  year,  in  spite  of 
quitting  several  times,  I improved  my 
distance  and  speed  and  lost  22 
pounds.  For  many  months  I seemed 
to  have  reached  a plateau;  I ran  many 
6.2  mile  races,  but  seemed  stuck  at 
that  distance.  My  first  longer  road 
race  was  the  nine-mile  Decatur  Der- 
by. I had  thought  that  I could  keep  my 
usual  six-mile  pace  up  for  the  nine, 
but  I hadn't  counted  on  the  hills  or  the 
heat  to  compound  the  distance.  I ran 
the  first  mile  very  fast  (at  least  by  my 
standard)  and  without  taking  any  wa- 
ter, but  soon  the  pack  was  out  of  sight. 
Furthermore,  the  marshalls  began 
leaving  their  intersection  posts.  Fuck- 
ily  I had  looked  at  the  map  and 
seemed  to  remember  the  streets.  I 
finally  came  to  the  end  as  the  award 
ceremony  was  getting  underway.  I 
got  a thunderous  applause  and  some 
awkward  laughter.  I had  crossed  the 
finish  line  going  in  the  wrong 
direction. 
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Running  builds  self-confidence  as 
well  as  muscles.  It  made  me  think  I 
could  do  things  that  formerly  had 
seemed  unthinkable.  The  marathon 
was  just  such  a challenge!  First 
marathon  efforts  for  many  people  are 
fraught  with  disappointment  and  in- 
jury. For  mine  I was  fortunate  to  be 
part  of  a training  support  group  spon- 
sored by  the  Phidippides  Running 
Stores. 

By  the  big  day,  I had  built  up  to  a 
long  run  of  18  miles  and  a weekly  total 
of  37.  That  morning  Atlanta  was  hit  by 
a freak  sleet  storm  with  a minus  five 
wind  chill  factor.  I had  dressed  in 
layers,  but  was  not  warm  for  long. 
Aside  from  some  cows  and  dogs, 
there  were  no  spectators  to  speak  of. 
What  had  been  billed  as  “gently  roll- 
ing hills"  looked  like  ice-slick  moun- 
tains. If  my  training  group  were  not  in 
competition  with  groups  from  other 
stores,  if  I had  not  bragged  about  my 
plan  to  everyone  I knew,  and  if  I had 
had  more  sense  and  less  nerve,  I 
would  have  quit  by  mile  twenty  when 
my  hair  hung  down  my  back  in  tin- 
kling icicles,  and  my  legs  and  brain 
were  numb.  I didn't  quit.  I ran,  jog- 
ged, walked,  and  staggered  the  full  26 
miles,  385  yards.  It  took  me  five  hours 
and  fifteen  minutes,  but  I did  it.  In 
spite  of  the  chill  and  the  exhaustion,  I 
felt  fantastic!  Somewhat  later  I didn't, 
though.  In  my  excitement  at  having 
finished,  I forgot  to  do  any  cool-down 
exercises  — for  two  days  I could 
hardly  crawl. 

Since  I moved  to  Boston  three  years 
ago,  I have  run  the  Boston  Marathon 
annually.  This  year  many  Pine  Manor 
students  and  faculty  lined  the  course 


and  offered  oranges  as  well  as  en- 
couragement. Sue  Allen,  one  of  our 
seniors,  finished  about  an  hour  ahead 
of  me,  but  I was  grateful  to  finish  and 
manage  walking  and  talking  at  the 
end. 

This  past  September  I formed  a 
Running  Club  of  interested  Pine 
Manor  students,  faculty,  and  staff. 
Topics  at  our  meetings  have  included 
such  issues  as  warm-up  exercises,  in- 
creasing distance,  running  safety,  and 
racing  strategies.  We've  done  several 
large  and  small  group  training  runs 
both  on  and  off  campus.  We've  had 
representatives  in  at  least  a dozen 
local  road  races. 

Our  plans  next  year  include  in- 
creased emphasis  on  beginning  run- 
ners, periodic  campus- wide  fun  runs, 
cooperative  efforts  with  Boston  Col- 
lege's Track  Club,  and  a long  distance 
training  program.  Sue  Allen,  B.  A.  '83, 
has  agreed  to  return  Saturday  morn- 
ings to  help  me  train  a group  of  Pine 
Manor  students  and  staff  who  have 
expressed  an  interest  in  marathon 
running.  If  we  train  sensibly  and  in- 
crease gradually,  we  could  easily  have 
a dozen  Pine  Manor  tee  shirts  lapping 
up  the  miles.  Boston  area  alumnae 
and  friends  would  be  welcome  to  join 
us. 

As  I look  back  over  the  27  years  of 
my  running  career,  I wonder  how 
many  other  women  might  have  been 
discouraged  from  developing  their 
physical  potential.  Fortunately,  there 
is  no  longer  a stigma  attached  to  girls 
and  women  with  well-toned  muscles 
and  competitive  spirits.

I have  shared  these  few  highlights 
and  “lowlights"  of  my  running  his- 
tory in  the  hopes  of  motivating  other 
would-be  runners  who  might  think, 
“It's  too  late  for  me."  I had  thought 
that  for  many  years,  but  one  trophy, 
two  medals,  39  race  tee  shirts,  and 
thousands  of  miles  later,  I know  I was 
wrong.  It's  never  too  late!  ■

Dorothy  Doty  Nelson  '33 

Tennis  Player 

"I  never  had  a tennis  lesson  in  my 
life,"  says  Dorothy  Doty  Nelson,  '33. 
But  at  age  70,  she's  still  serving  and 
returning  across  the  net.  And 
Dorothy  is  not  only  playing;  she's 
winning. 

In  1981  in  Montpelier,  Vermont, 
Dorothy  played  in  the  Wedgewood 
Tennis  Center's  90-Plus  Tournament. 
To  compete,  partners'  ages  had  to 
equal  at  least  90.  For  the  event, 
Dorothy  was  matched  with  a 27- 
year-old  pro!  The  unlikely  combina- 
tion of  "veteran  and  pro,"  as  the 
Montpelier  newspaper  reported  at  the 
time,  "played  superbly"  together, 
winning  the  tournament. 

Dorothy  and  tennis  go  back  a long 
time  — close  to  60  years  when,  at  the 
age  of  10,  her  father  taught  her  how  to 
play  in  Westchester  County,  New 
York.  In  1929,  she  won  the  Westches- 
ter County  Tournament  for  16-year- 
olds,  the  first  junior  tournament  in  the 
area.  Dorothy  played  at  Pine  Manor, 
too,  but  when  she  moved  to  Vermont 
with  her  husband  in  1941,  there  were 
no  tennis  facilities  anywhere  around. 
So,  for  25  years  she  "played  next  to 
nothing."  She  took  it  up  again  in  her 
fifties,  traveling  to  Burlington  once  a 
week  to  play.  Four  years  ago,  the 
Wedgewood  Tennis  Center  was  built 
in  Montpelier.  Finally,  now,  with 
courts  nearby,  Dorothy  plays  twice  a 
week  with  two  groups  of  women. 
"They  are  all  young  enough  to  be  my 
kids,"  she  says,  laughing.  "Nobody 
else  who's  70  years  old  plays  up 
here!"

Figure  Skater 

One  of  the  things  Helen  Dane 
George,  '65,  recalls  about  her  ice  skat- 
ing days  was  the  tremendous  support 
she  received  from  then  President  Carl 
Ferry  and  others  at  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege. "Every  time  I competed,"  she 
says,  "I  got  a little  note  in  my  mail- 
box." That  encouragement  was  very 
important  to  Helen,  who  was  on  the 
ice  rink  during  her  college  years  three 
or  four  hours  a day,  six  days  a week. 

Helen  started  figure  skating  when 
she  was  nine  years  old.  By  the  time 
she  was  15,  she  was  a champion, 
having  won  first  place  in  the  New 
England  Junior  Ladies  Event.  That 
same  year,  1960,  she  skated  to  a third 
ip  the  larger  Eastern  Junior  Ladies 
division,  and  she  qualified  at  the 
Novice  Level  for  the  nationals.  At  that 
time  she  was  practicing  six  days  a 


week  at  the  Skating  Club  of  Boston, 
often  both  before  and  after  school. 

Her  hard  work  continued  to  pay  off. 
In  1964  and  1965  Helen  placed  first  in 
the  New  England  Regional  Eigure 
Skating  Championships  — this  time 
at  the  more  advanced  Senior  Ladies 
level.  She  was  runner-up  in  the  East- 
ern Senior  Ladies  Event  in  1965,  and 
she  placed  sixth  in  the  National 
Juniors  contest. 

Just  after  she  finished  her  studies  at 
Pine  Manor,  Helen's  career  as  a skater 
reached  its  height.  By  1965  she  had 
taken  the  last  of  an  extremely  arduous 
battery  of  tests  — ones  which  mea- 
sured her  free  and  figure  skating  abili- 
ties. To  become  a triple  gold  medalist, 
Helen  passed  all  the  tests  she  took  — 
the  eight  American  tests,  eight  Cana- 
dian tests,  and  the  four  given  by  the 
International  Skating  Union  — a very 
high  honor,  indeed.  "It  is  nice  to 
know  that  you  were  really  good  at 
something,"  says  Helen.  "It  gives  you 
a self-confidence  that  carries  over  into 
other  areas  of  your  life." 

Helen  has  continued  to  skate  for 
pleasure  over  the  years,  and  she  has 
passed  her  love  of  the  sport  onto  her 
children,  both  of  whom  skated  at  18 
months.  At  six  years  old,  her  daugh- 
ter, Laurence,  took  up  the  "sister" 
sport  of  gymnastics.  As  a high  school 
sophomore  at  Milton  Academy,  Laur- 
ence now  attends  Kathy  Corrigan's 
School  of  Gymnastics,  in  Rockland, 
Massachusetts,  where  she  trains  as  a 
member  of  the  U.S.  Gymnastics  Fed- 
eration's Elite  Gymnast  group.  Future 
Olympians  are  frequently  chosen 
from  this  group  of  highly  skilled  per- 
formers. Her  son,  Timothy,  has  con- 
tinued to  skate  and  now  enjoys  the

exciting  for  me  to  follow  Laurence's 
and  Timothy's  careers,"  says  Helen.

All-around  Athlete 

Beverly  Bowers  Jennings,  '66,  is  an 
all-around  athlete  par  excellence.  The 
list  of  sports  in  which  she  has  not  only 
participated  but  competed  success- 
fully is  impressive. 

For  twelve  years  Beverly  was  an 
avid  paddle  tennis  player.  She  and 
her  husband  won  the  New  England 
Mixed  Doubles  Championship  to- 
gether for  several  seasons.  Then  in 
1975  the  Jennings  came  in  fifth  in  the 
Nationals. 

The  story  is  not  much  different  for 
Beverly  the  golfer.  For  the  past  three 
years  she  has  competed  in  the  New 
England  Women's  Championship. 
She  is  the  current  club  champion  at 
The  Country  Club  in  Brookline,  Mas- 
sachusetts.

Marathon  Runner 

Most  people  would  consider  a run 
of  26.2  miles  an  accomplishment  at 
any  age,  but  for  a forty-year-old 
woman  with  very  little  running  expe- 
rience, the  accomplishment  can  be 
considered  a triumph. 

In  1982,  Mary  Eckel  Endacott,  '61, 
ran  her  first  marathon  in  a competi- 
tion in  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  Not  only 
did  Mary  complete  the  grueling  miles, 
she  placed  second  in  her  age  group. 
Since  then  she's  run  in  three  other 
marathons,  including  one  in  Dublin, 
and  her  times  keep  getting  better  and 
better. 


Before  Mary  began  competing  in 
1981,  she  was,  according  to  her  own 
description,  "a  kind  of  when  the  spirit 
moved  me  runner,"  jogging  two  or 
three  miles  several  times  a week.  She 
now  runs  30  to  40  miles  each  week, 
increasing  that  to  50  or  60  before  a 
marathon. 

Mary,  who  has  a shelf  in  her  Ne- 
braska home  which  houses  the 
trophies  and  medals  she's  accjuired  at 
her  marathons,  half  marathons,  and 
10  kilometer  runs,  began  running  in 
an  effort  to  improve  her  health.  She 
was  particularly  interested  in  over- 
coming the  effects  of  a 20-year  light 
smoking  habit.  "I  gave  up  the  nega- 
tive addiction,"  she  says,  "replacing  it 
with  the  positive  addiction  of  run- 
ning." In  addition  to  the  physical 
benefits  of  her  running,  she  says  that 
she's  found  the  sport  to  be  an  excel- 
lent stress  manager. 

"I've  never  felt  better,  physically  or 
mentally,"  says  Mary.  "Running  has 
absolutely  influenced  my  self-image.  1 
feel  that  if  I can  run  a marathon  I can 
accomplish  almost  any  task  in  life." 


One  trip  has  led  to  another.  I've 
been  back  twice  to  Idaho  rivers,  have 
run  the  Rogue  in  Oregon,  and  experi- 
enced a number  of  California  rivers. 
In  connection  with  a botanical  survey 
of  Mendocino  County  (in  northwest 
California)  that  I've  been  working  on 
for  several  years,  I put  together  a raft 
trip  on  the  Middle  Fork  of  the  Eel 
River.  Family  members  and  friends 
filled  this  special  research  trip  into  an 
area  that  has  been  scarcely  botanized 
due  to  its  remoteness.  Subsequently 
I've  covered  countless  miles  on  vari- 


ous sections  and  forks  of  the  Eel  River, 
all  with  a plant  press  in  an  oar  boat. 

The  desire  to  see  and  to  experience 
other  rivers  led  me  to  Maine  a couple 
of  years  ago  for  a fen-day  autumn 
canoe  trip  on  the  Allagash.  This  was 
my  first  canoe  experience  (the  outrig- 
ger canoes  at  Waikiki  Beach  that  I had 
grown  up  with  were  quite  different 
from  these  crafts)  and  I found  the  trip 
as  exciting  as  my  first  rafting  venture. 
It  was  cold  paddling  with  snow  fall- 
ing, but  the  colors  were  magnificent. 


Several  canoe  trips  are  planned 
for  this  season  — a couple  to  ex- 
plore flora  in  new  areas  of  Men- 
docino County.  Next  year  I would 
love  to  canoe  parts  of  the 
Okefenokee  Swamp.  I just  really 
want  to  do  a swamp!  The  premier 
white  water  run  — the  Grand  Can- 
yon of  the  Colorado  River  — is 
another  must.  Are  there  any  other 
Pine  Manor  alumnae  interested  in 
rafting  or  canoeing?  Perhaps  we 
could  get  together  for  a great  out- 
door adventure!

This  year  they  will 
go  to  Ireland,  England,  and  Scotland. 
"It's  a marvelous  way  to  see  the 
world,"  says  Katharine,  an  athlete 
who  proves  that  being  a winner  has 
nothing  to  do  with  age.

Muhammad  Ali,  Billie  Jean  King, 
Bill  Bradley,  Martina  Navratilova,  Joe 
Namath,  Chris  Evert  Lloyd,  Catfish 
Hunter.  These  are  just  some  of  the 
well-known  sports  personalities  who 
were  interviewed  bv  Katherine  Iselin 
Gilman,  '59,  from  1971  to  1976  when 
she  was  a sports  columnist  for  the  New 
York  Daily  Neivs. 

Sitting  down  and  talking  with  fig- 
ures from  the  world  of  sports  was  an 
activity  which  came  pretty  naturally 
to  her,  says  Kay  Gilman,  for  she  had 
grown  up  in  a family  of  sports  in- 
volved people.  Her  father,  Phil  Iselin, 
had  been  president  of  the  New  York 
Jets  and  had  served  as  president  and 
chairman  of  the  Monmouth  Park  race 
track  in  New  Jersey. 

During  her  years  at  the  Daily  Nezos, 
Kay  also  wrote  a book  published  by  G. 
P.  Putnam's  Sons  called  Inside  the 
Pressure  Cooker.  The  book  took  an  in- 
depth  look  at  the  life  of  a football

team:  the  players,  coaches,  wives, 
girlfriends,  and  groupies  affiliated 
with  the  New  York  Jets.  Later,  from 
1977  to  1979,  Kay  penned  a monthly 


column  in  Vogue  in  which  she  re- 
ported on  "who"  and  "what"  was 
happening  in  women's  sports. 

Kay,  who  is  no  longer  a sports 
writer,  is  now  president  of  Hemming 
and  Gilman,  a firm  in  New  York  that 
specializes  in  producing  events  to 
raise  funds  for  charities  and  non- 
profit organizations.  At  the  outset, 
she  and  her  partner,  Suzanne  Hem- 
ming, produced  sports  events  exclu- 
sively. The  Robert  F.  Kennedy  Pro- 
Celebrity  Tennis  Tournament  to 
benefit  the  R.F.K.  Memorial,  among 
many  other  well-recognized  sports 
events,  was  produced  by  Hemming 
and  Gilman  from  1971  to  1979.  They 
now  raise  millions  of  dollars  each  year 
for  a variety  of  causes.  Recently  they 
produced  Bob  Hope's  80th  Birthday 
Salute  at  Radio  City  Music  Hall  (a 
dinner-dance  starring  Frank  Sinatra 
to  benefit  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery)  and  the  widely  acclaimed 
Brooklyn  Bridge  Centennial  Celebra- 
tion. Despite  the  fact  that  her  success- 
ful firm  has  diversified,  Kay  still  has  a 
special  interest  in  the  world  of  sports. 


Who  Says  Kids  Tie  You  Down?

Being  the  mother  of  two  active 
preschoolers,  I don't  have  the  time 
or  energy  to  train  for  competitive 
events.

Picture  this  — fifty  pounds  of 
equipment,  five  people,  two  bicycles, 
and  one  trailer.  It  took  every  bit  of  my 
Pine  Manor  geometry  to  put  it  all 
together!  Here's  how  it  worked:  John, 
my  husband,  and  Meegan  (my  11- 
year-old  niece)  rode  our  tandem,  pul- 
ling a small  bike  trailer  carrying  3V2- 
year-old  Alexandra;  I rode  a single 
bike  with  Tyler  in  a babyseat.

Bobbi  Phelps  Wolverton,  '63,  has 
photographed  the  sport  of  fly-fishing 
in  settings  rife  with  rattlesnakes, 
poisonous  insects,  and  baboons.  She 
has  balanced  her  equipment  on  a leak- 
ing rubber  raft  in  a river  teeming  with 
alligators  and  has  been  caught  in  the 
middle  of  an  African  war.  In  fact, 
Bobbi  has  traveled  to  locations  both 
tame  and  hair-raising  in  36  countries 
to  photograph  the  sport  of  angling. 

Bobbi  took  pictures  for  years  before 
she  made  fly-fishing  her  specialty.  In 
1967  her  first  husband  (who  was  West 
Coast  Editor  of  the  The  Fly  Fisherman 
magazine)  took  her  on  her  initial  fish- 
ing trip.  "I  found  that  I wasn't  much 
interested  in  fishing,"  she  says,  "but  I 
enjoyed  photographing  the  sport." 
Her  pictures  first  appeared  in  The  Fly 
Fisherman;  they  have  appeared  since 
in  other  sports  magazines,  on  televi- 
sion, and  in  fishing  catalogs  (includ- 
ing ones  in  Switzerland,  England, 
and  Germany). 


Bobbi  is  perhaps  best  known  for  her 
"Angler's  Calendar,"  which  she 
originated  in  1976  and  has  produced 
yearly  since.  She  not  only  creates  the 
calendar  (hiring  other  photographers, 
writers,  and  artists  when  necessary), 
but  markets  it,  too.  The  calendar  goes 
to  major  book  and  sports  companies, 
including  B.  Dalton  and  Doubleday 
stores,  L.  L.  Bean,  and  Eddie  Bauer. 
There  are  also  orders  from  individuals 
and  stores  in  Japan,  Australia,  Argen- 
tina, Brazil,  all  of  Europe,  Canada, 
Mexico,  and  South  Africa.  In  1978  she 
sold  13,000  of  the  calendars  which 
feature  gorgeous  color  photos  of  fly- 
fishing to  Field  and  Stream's  book  club. 

Bobbi's  present  husband,  a rancher 
in  Idaho,  is  an  avid  fly-fisher,  and 
Bobbi  travels  with  him  now  to  photo- 
graph and  to  fish.  (She  considers  her- 
self an  "intermediate"  angler.)  Her 
latest  hair-raising  adventure  occurred 
recently  when  she  and  Michael  went 
to  Costa  Rica  on  a fishing  trip.  They 


were  fly-fishing  for  tarpon  (which  can 
be  as  big  as  150  pounds)  in  shark- 
infested  waters.  Fortunately,  the 
sharks  attacked  only  the  fish.  "I  guess 
you  could  call  me  adventurous,"  Bobbi 
Phelps  Wolverton  admits. 

Nancy  Feick  Kendall  '49 

Bicyclist 

"I  love  to  cycle  and  be  out  of  doors," 
says  Nancy  Feick  Kendall,  '49.  Nancy 
is  usually  out  on  the  back  roads  before 
most  of  her  Marion,  Massachusetts 
neighbors  are  even  awake  — the  early 
morning  is  her  favorite  time  for  bik- 
ing, and  in  good  weather  she  travels 
15  or  20  miles  a day. 

Nancy  got  her  start  in  cycling  on  her 
honeymoon  in  1955  when  her  hus- 
band presented  her  with  the  gift  of  a 
15-speed  English  bicycle.  In  the  early

Best  of  all,  this  means  family  to- 
getherness. No  . . . good  family 
health.  No  . . . meeting  friendly 
people.  No  . . . exploring  our  won- 
derful country.  It's  all  of  this  and 
more.  We'll  look  for  you  out  there  this 
summer! 
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sometimes  on  their  own  15-speeds 
and  sometimes  on  a tandem.  They 
also  toured  all  over  the  rest  of  En- 
gland, France,  and  Germany.  More 
recently,  Nancy  has  traveled  to  Nova 
Scotia  and  Cape  Breton  for  cycling 
vacations,  and  for  the  past  two  sum- 
mers she  has  pedaled  up  and  down 
hills  with  the  Vermont  Bicycle  Tour- 
ing Association. 

When  she  is  in  Arizona  on  her  cattle 
ranch,  Nancy's  mode  of  transporta- 
tion changes.  "To  work  the  cattle  on 
our  ranch,"  she  says,  "you  have  to 
ride  a horse."  But  whether  she's  in  a 
saddle  or  astride  a bike,  one  thing  is 
constant  for  Nancy:  staying  fit  is  a way 
of  life.

ning  of  Springdale  Farm  in  Keswick, 
VA,  a 200-acre  thoroughbred  horse 
breeding  operation  which  she  built 
two  years  ago  from  an  abandoned 
cattle  farm.  "Every  day  is  different  on 
the  farm,"  says  Sydney.  "On  a given 
day  I could  be  working  on  the  books, 
riding,  going  to  a horse  sale  or  show 
or  studying  pedigrees  to  select  mat- 
ings for  the  mares  for  the  next 
season." 

At  present,  she  owns  seven  mares 
whose  offspring  she  raises  on  the 
farm  until  they  are  yearlings,  when 
she  sells  them  at  Saratoga  and  in 
Kentucky.  Sydney  follows  the  prog- 
ress of  her  thoroughbreds  even  after 
they  have  been  sold  and  looks  for- 
ward to  seeing  them  win  at  the  track.

On  Friday,  May  13th,  Sherry  Lan- 
sing, Pine  Manor's  scheduled  Com- 
mencement speaker  and  former  pres- 
ident of  20th  Century  Fox,  telephoned 
Rosemary  Ashby  to  cancel  her  ap- 
pearance because  of  a sudden  and 
serious  illness  in  her  family.  The  1983 
graduation  exercises  were  just  three 
days  away.  Graciously,  Anne  S. 
Lenox,  a Pine  Manor  Trustee,  ac- 
cepted the  invitation  to  be  a last  min- 
ute substitute  for  Ms.  Lansing. 

Given  the  circumstances,  one 
might  have  anticipated  a disap- 
pointed audience  on  May  16th.  On 
the  contrary,  the  more  than  500  stu- 


dents, parents,  faculty,  and  staff  at- 
tending Commencement  in  Ellsworth 
Hall  gave  Anne  Lenox  a standing  ova- 
tion for  her  moving  and  dramatic 
address. 

Ms.  Lenox  is  the  president  of  Lenox 
Associates,  the  New  Hampshire  edu- 
cational consulting  firm.  Before 
founding  Lenox  Associates,  Anne 
Lenox  served  as  Headmistress  of  the 
Agnes  Irwin  School  in  Philadelphia 
for  almost  two  decades.  Prior  to  her 
tenure  there,  she  was  Vice  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Women  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  for  six  years  and  Assist- 
ant Director  of  Admissions  at  her  alma 


mater,  William  Smith  College,  for 
three. 

"My  message  to  you  today  is 
whenever  you  leave  home  and  need  a 
new  pair  of  black  shoes  and  a haircut 
. . . get  them  . . . because  you  never 
know  when  you'll  be  in  front  of 
people  publicly,"  joked  Ms.  Lenox. 
She  mentioned  that  this  was  her  97th 
Commencement  since  1948.  "Some 
people  needlepoint;  I study  audi- 
ences," she  said. 

Then  Anne  Lenox  talked  about 
prisons.  "For  well  over  a year,  I have 
paid  monthly  visits  to  a friend  in  a 
maximum  security  prison  in  the  state 


Commmcement  in  Ellsworth  Hall,  May,  1983 
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of  New  York.  The  crime  is  murder. 
The  sentence:  15  years  to  life.  And  if 
she  is  let  out  after  completing  her 
minimum  sentence,  she  will  be  well 
into  her  70s. 

"Each  month,  for  over  a year,  1 have 
subjected  myself  to  being  searched 
and  having  my  belongings  gone 
through  in  order  to  spend  an  hour  or 
two  with  her  . . . talking.  When  I left 
there  recently,  I was  very  aware  of  my 
freedom.  I could  eat  when  I wanted.  1 
could  wear  what  1 wanted.  And  then  I 
began  to  think  about  people  in  prisons 
of  their  own  making  . . . people  caged 
by  drugs,  alcohol,  poverty,  selfish- 
ness and  hatred  . . . the  mental  and 
physical  bars  that  inhibit  us  from  at- 
taining productive  and  worthwhile 
lives." 

Anne  Lenox  talked  about  three  par- 
ticular prisons  which  people  create  for 
themselves,  warning  that  we  must 
fight  against  them.  She  cited  the 
prison  of  ignorance.  "There  is  nothing 
more  tragic  than  a person  who  has  no 
desire  to  learn.  Here,  you  are  given 
every  chance  . . . but  it  must  not  stop 
today.  Continuing  knowledge  gives 
you  freedom  and  flexibility  for  a 
lifetime." 

She  cautioned  against  "the  prison 
of  loneliness.  Self-centeredness  is  de- 
structive because  the  subject  is  so  lim- 
ited," Ms.  Lenox  said,  adding  that 
one  should  always  be  willing  to  give, 
to  reach  out.  She  also  spoke  about  the 
prison  of  fear.  Calling  it  dangerous 
and  demoralizing,  she  said  fear  "pre- 
vents us  as  women  from  taking  neces- 
sary risks  to  further  ourselves."  She 
urged  the  graduates  of  1983  to  strive 
for  "a  life  free  of  all  prisons.  . . . 
Developing  your  inner  self  will  give 
you  the  greatest  sense  of  peace,"  she 
concluded.

Convocation 

Earlier  in  the  weekend,  John  A. 
Zenko,  Chairman  of  the  Board  and 
Chief  Executive  Officer  of  Telemedia, 
Inc.,  in  Chicago,  was  the  speaker  at 
Pine  Manor  College's  Convocation. 
Mr.  Zenko's  oldest  daughter,  Sally- 
an,  received  an  A.  A.  this  May  at  Pine 
Manor. 

Mr.  Zenko,  who  has  headed  up  the 
international  educational  publishing 
company  and  technical  training  or- 
ganization of  Telemedia  since  1969,  is 
also  a partner  in  three  other  com- 
panies: Discovery  Real  Estate  Com- 
pany, in  Clearwater,  Florida;  Century 
Mineral  Corporation,  in  Lafayette, 
Louisiana;  and  Ballard  Exploration 
Company,  Inc.,  in  Houston,  Texas. 
Despite  a hectic  schedule,  Mr.  Zenko 
always  finds  time  to  involve  himself  in 
charitable  and  public  service  ac- 
tivities. At  the  present,  his  activities 
include  serving  as  Director  of  the 
Chicago  Ballet,  Director  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Memorial  Hospital,  and  Trus- 
tee for  Chicago  Educational  Televi- 
sion (WTTW-TV.) 


In  his  address  on  May  15,  Mr. 
Zenko  advocated  "a  global  view  of 
life."  To  acquire  a global  viewpoint, 
he  said,  "one  must  consciously  pur- 
sue the  absorption  of  novel  and 
unique  situations,  learn  from  them, 
and  incorporate  their  novelty  into 
one's  preconceived  ideology. 

"Be  ready  to  accept  changes,"  he 
continued.  "Be  prepared  to  change 
your  viewpoint,  and  to  take  calculated 
risks.  Without  risk  there  is  no  reward. 
Keep  exploring  through  both  formal 
and  informal  education.  ...  Be  vul- 
nerable to  ideas,  events,  and 
situations." 

Then  Mr.  Zenko  provided  an  illus- 
tration taken  from  his  own  experience. 
"Ten  years  ago,  1 was  offered  an  op- 
portunity essentially  outside  the 
scope  of  the  work  my  company  was 
doing  or  ever  intended  to  do.  1 ac- 
cepted that  opportunity  because  it 
was  different  and  exciting.  But,  more 
importantly,  1 took  a calculated  risk 
from  which  1 hoped  to  gain  substan- 
tial reward.  My  small  Chicago-based 
company,  doing  business  oriented  to 


the  American  cosmehc  market,  sud- 
denly found  itself  operating  8,000 
miles  away  in  Iran.  This  decision  be- 
came the  cornerstone  of  an  entirely 
new  direction  for  our  organization. 
Since  that  time  1 have  traveled  exten- 
sively on  foreign  business  and  been 
exposed  to  most  of  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  It  is  this  constant  interchange 
with  and  exposure  to  other  cultures 
that  presents  new  horizons  and  op- 
portunities — and  the  possibilities  of 
learning  from  them,"  he  said. 

"Plato  said  'The  life  which  is  un- 
examined is  not  worth  living.' 
Examine  the  viewpoint  of  life  that  has 
been  handed  down  to  you.  Evaluate 
it.  Use  the  substance  of  that  outlook  to 
develop  an  all-encompassing 
viewpoint  that  will  make  you  a more 
stable  person,  one  with  a strong  sense 
of  self.  It  will  bring  you  a sense  of 
achievement  and  the  self-respect  that 
should  be  the  ultimate  goal  of  our 
lives."  ■

Pine  Manor  is  one  of  39  institutions 
out  of  582  nationwide  to  receive  top 
ratings  in  the  Everywoman' s Guide  to 
Colleges  and  Universities. 

The  new  512-page  handbook  was 
compiled  with  the  assistance  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education,  the 
Carnegie  Corporation  and  a consor- 
tium of  national  organizations  includ- 
ing the  American  Association  of 
University  Women,  the  American 
Council  on  Education,  the  Eund  for 
the  Improvement  of  Post-secondary 
Education,  and  the  American  Person- 
nel and  Guidance  Association. 

Pine  Manor  is  cited  for  the  guidance 
and  opportunities  it  affords  young 
women  in  their  personal,  academic, 
and  professional  development.  The 
College  is  one  of  only  five  women's 
colleges  in  Massachusetts  to  receive 
the  Guide's  top  ratings. 

Everywoman' s Guide  to  Colleges  and 
Universities  focuses  on  questions  often 
ignored  in  other  college  guides,  such 
as  faculty-student  gender  ratios,  per- 
centage of  women  in  non-traditional 
majors,  athletic  opportunities,  cam- 
pus safety  and  security,  and  the  per- 
centage of  women  in  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrative positions.

Mr.  Gund  was  the 
recipient  of  the  1978  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architects  Award  for  Boston's 
Institute  of  Contemporary  Art,  a 


schoolhouse-turned-museum  in  the 
historic  Back  Bay.  His  Mt.  Vernon 
Church  Condominiums  were  recog- 
nized in  1981  when  Mr.  Gund  re- 
ceived the  Progressive  Architecture 
Citation.

Gund's  Boston  work  since  he 
founded  Graham  Gund  Associates, 
Inc.,  the  Cambridge  architectural  and 
urban  planning  firm,  in  1971.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  the  Rhode  Island  School 
of  Design,  and  received  degrees  from 
Harvard  in  architecture  and  urban 
planning.  Mr.  Gund  designed  the 
Hyatt  Regency  Hotel  in  Cambridge 
and  directed  a major  restoration  of 
Boston's  Perkins  School. 

Michael  Babcock 
Cites  Career 
Opportunities  in 
Retailing 

On  April  6,  Pine  Manor  College 
students,  faculty,  and  friends  at- 
tended a lecture  by  Michael  Babcock 
which  appraised  the  opportunities  for 
women  in  retailing.  According  to  Mr. 
Babcock,  President  of  Filene's,  the 
well-known  22-branch  department 
store  in  New  England,  there  are  excel- 
lent opportunities  for  women  to  ob- 
tain highly  responsible  and  well- 
paying posihons  in  the  business.
